Word has gone out in the Bast that 
California is doing more than any 
other State in the West to improve 
her roads. In Ohio $60,000,000 has 
been appropriated to build highways 
across that State. In l’ennsylvania an- 
other $50,000,000 has been set aside 
for good roads. In every one of the 
fifteen States named appropriations 
have been made for roads. are 
now waiting for an uppropriation by 
Congress which will mean a nation- 
wide, gigantic roadbuilding plan, that 
may complete this road of roads with- 
in five years, and so make it pos- 
sible to cover the country from the 
golden West to the metropolis of the 
East, where the existing sentiment is 
atrongly in favor of an Ocean-to- 
Ocean Highway. 

The line of least resistence seems 
to be by way of the old Santa Fe 
trail. The emigrants o/ the early fifties 
blazed that now historic pathway. 
Then ox teams wefe driven over the 
almost impassable roads from the 
East to the West. The ruts through 
which they labored and toiled may 
still be seen in Western Kansas. 

Now the country is awake to this 
t undertaking. In every State 
along the proposeT route leading 
champions are im tine. They would 
bulld a highway over that historic 
trail, which our forefathers followed 
so tediously, and which is marked 


with so many

to think that we are to have a high- 
way that will mean great things to 
the farmer, much te the motorist, 
and millions to the whole country.
